Texanizing Texas. 


The unique work of "Texanizing 
Texas” has been set for itself by the 
Texas Centennial Committee of one 
hundred in advance of its meeting at 
Austin on January lDth. At this meet­ 
ing it is proposed to take steps toward 
raising a fund of $100,OOO to be em­ 
ployed in educational work in prepara­ 
tion for the centennial. 
Those those who entertain surprise 
as to why there should be such an 
educational campaign, it is suggested 
that this centennial thing is not to lie 
the ordinary kind of celebration, even 
statewide. 
The 
vision 
which 
first 
comprehended it has grown until it is 
planned that the exposition shall lie 
such as to place it among the great 
fairs of the world. 
Texas lias the back-ground of his­ 
torical and commercial significance to 
justify such plans. 
Here was fused in 
tin* caldron of the primeval wilderness 
the destiny of a great continent. 
The 
period within which the Anglo-Saxon 
civilization in Texas was in tin* making 
was a period of great importance to 
North America, second only to that of 
the period of discovery. 
But one thing 
is lacking to complete Texas’ equipment 
for making this centennial as big as 
It ought to be. 
That one thing is the 
thoro understanding and the universal 
C ooperation of the people of Texas. 
In this view, the proposal of the 
eommittiH* of one hundred to spend 
$100,000 in "Selling Texas to Texans” 
in advance of any iiermanent plans for 
Hie exposition becomes the height of 
good business judgment. 
There is, fortunately, sufficient time 
to proceed carefully hi maturing the 
plans for the exposition. 
The idea of 
a centennial does not necessarily apply 
to any one date. 
Any time within the 
period between first Anglo-American 
entry into Texas and state-hood may­ 
be commemorated as well as another.
